In the United States standard gau ge 
w as adopted nearly forty-five years ago.

The Transcript 
says, that “ the state railw ays of M anchou- 
kuo have just begun to standardize the 
gau ge of the line running from H sinking 
to Harbin.

jealou sy of their respective countries. 
The United States repeated its form er 
])roposal of a 20 per cent cut in existing 
tonnage. 
In a rational w'orld, com m ents 
the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, this w'ould 
be greeted with acclaim , as representing 
a chance for econom y w ithout any w’eak- 
ening of iiach country’s position 
as i*e- 
gards the others. 
W h at chance has such 
a logical plan for acceptance, ho\vever, at 
a coi'fei’ence w here militaristic J apan al­ 
ready lias laid dow n as its unshakable 
leq u irem en t 
a 
naval 
strength 
equal

that of any other nation, w here E ngland 
sits only a fe w w e ek s after launching a 
hig-navy program, w hile an aroused Italy 
defies the collective pressure of 51 other 
nations?

That 
race has already started, according to the 
new edition of “ J an e ’s Plighting Ships,” 
the forem ost authority on naval affairs. 
“ There can be no question but that the 
new' era of capital-ship construction has 
b egu n ,” this work says, explaining that 
rep lacem ent is takin g the place of m od ­ 
ernization, w'hich, it has been found, “ sel­ 
dom p ays.” 


The only hope of accom plishm ent by 
the conference lies in keeping naval build­ 
ing within bounds, in preventing a race 
w h ere the sky and each n ation’s borrow­ 
ing capacity is the limit. 
The clash of 
opinions showui in the early stages of the 
conference m ak es even this com m onsense 
undertaking a colossal task.

A mistak en sense of economy fre­ 
qu ently indu ced p ou ltrymen to feed 
their 
hens 
sp aringly

mou lting period. 
Attem p ts to save 
feed at this time w'ill prove costly 
to the p ou ltrymen in the long ru n. 
When birds are fed scratch feed 
alone or only a limited am ou nt of 
mash, the mou lting p eriod is p ro­ 
longed and they are u nable to p u t 
on the necessary weight to carry 
them throu gh the next laying sea­ 
son. 
The resu lt is a drop in egg p ro­ 
du ction that more than offsets the 
money saved by sk imp ing on feed. 
Mou lting 
birds 
have 
p assed 
throu gh a heavy laying p eriod which 
taxed 
their 
vitality 
and 
redu ced 
their body weight. 
They are also 
lo.sing feathers which mu st be re­ 
placed. 
The birds need a balanced diet 
with plenty of p rotein to bu ild u p 
their mu scu lar and glandu lar tis­ 
su e ana to grow new feathers, 
A 
balanced m ash and a liberal r a ­ 
tion of scratch feed shou ld be be­ 
fore the birds at all times. 
Since 
most 
p ou ltry 
flock s 
are 
more or less infested with intestinal 
p arasites it is advisable to deworm 
mou lting birds not in lay. 
This 
will 
insu re 
better 
health 
du ring 
the laying year. 
L ate mou lters and birds laying 
tlirou gh 
the mou lting 
period a r e 
considered 
most 
profitable. 
An 
abu ndance of good feed will help 
k eep the birds in lay and shorten 
the period requ ired for mou lting.
